itary law; it protects tho lawyer, the 
doctor and other professional men from 
uneducated ai*d unskilled competition, 
by requiring a thorough course of study 
nnd a qualifying examination.

Washington, Jan. 30.—By the decis- 


ive vote of 46 to 4 the senate passed 
the b!ll for the appointment of com- 
missioners to an international confer- 
ence. 


The closing of the debate- brought 


out several notable speeches, includ- 
ing those of Mr. Hoar (Mass.), Mr. Vi- 
las (Wis.),.Mr. Jones (Ark.) , and Mr. 
Gorman (Md.), Mr. Allison (Md.) and 
Mr: Carter (Mont.). 


It disclosed that little opposition ex- 


isted against the hill, the only division 
being as to the expediency of seeking 
bimetallism 
through 
international 


agreement. As voicing the general 
view on the Democratic 
side of the 


chamber Mr. Jones and Mr. Gorman 
favored the adoption of the measure 
exactly as Republican senators desired 
in order that the resposibility might be 
their's. 
' Mr. Hoar's speech attracted atten- 
tion, and was one of the most note- 
worthy utterances of the veteran sen- 
ator made in recent days. He spoke 
of his observations in Europe during 
last summer, his agreeable discussions 
-with Mons. Meline and Bonrgereau in 
Paris, and Mr. Balfour in London on 
the advance of bimetallism. 


Mr. Hoar expressed 
the conviction 


that the four groat nations—the United 
States, Great Britain, France and Ger- 
many—were fast and inevitably tend- 
ing toward a bimetallic agreement. 


During the day Mr. Morgan, falling 


to secure an agrec.ement for a vote on 
the Nicaragua canal bill, announced 
that it would he urged to a conclusion 
Monday. The senate adjourned until 
Monday.
